AMENDMENT ACT, 1984 

No. 3 OF 1984 
Enacted by the President in the Thirty -fifth Year of the 
Republic of India . 
An Act further to amend the Punjab Panchayat Sarnitis and 

Zila Parishads (Temporary Supersession ) Act, 1978 . 
In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Punjab State 
Legislature (Delegation of Powers ) Act, 1984 , the President is pleased 
to enact as follows: 

1. This Act may be called the Punjab Panchayat Samitis and Zila 
Parishads ( Temporary Supersession ) Amendment Act, 1984 . 

2 . In the Punjab Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads ( Temporary 
Supersession ) Act, 1978 , in section 3, in the proviso to sub -section ( 1) , 
for the words " six years” , the words " seven years ” shall be substituted .

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Reasons for enactment 
The elections to the Panchayat Samitis and Zıla Parishads in the 
State of Punjab were scheduled to be held with effect from 23rd Novem 
ber, 1983 and the process was to be completed by 27th March , 1984 , but 
the election programme had to be postponed due to the disturbed law and 
order situation . The general situation in the State is still not conducive 
for the holding of elections to these bodies before the previously extended 
period which expires on 11th October, 1984. It is , therefore , imperative 
that the temporary supersession period of these bodies be extended for 
another one year. Hence this Bill. 


2. In view of the urgency of the matter , it is not practicable to con 
sult the Consultative Coinnittee of Parliament on Punjab Legislation . 
This measure is accordingly being enacted without reference to the 
Consultative Committee,
